NO LAWYER THIS TIME 
I 


F OUR recollection serves us right, only twice since the time of 
Washington has the national electorate been deprived of the 
opportunity to vote for a lawyer for president, says a writer in 
the New York Law Review. 
In the last national campaign both 
candidates (Coolidge and Davis) were lawyers 
by 
profession, 
President Coolidge being the thirtieth president of the 
United 
States and the twenty-second lawyer president. 
The late President 
Harding was the first departure from the rule of experience that 
elective presidents of the United States must be soldiers or lawyers. 
The soldier presidents who had made their fame in wars were 
Washington, Harrison, Taylor and Grant. 
Jackson was both sol­ 
dier and lawyer. 
Johnson was neither soldier nor lawyer, but he 
succeded to the presidency upon the death of Lincoln and was 
neither nominated nor elected to that office. 
Roosevelt succeeded 
to the presidency upon the death of McKinley, being later elected 
to a full term. 
But Roosevelt had attended the Columbia Law 
School and intended to become a lawyer. 
Also, he had acquired 
some military fame and a military title in the Spanish-American 
war. 
The late President Wilson was educated for the bar and 
practiced law for a brief period in early life. 
The two cases since the time of Washington when neither 
candidate for the presidency has been a lawyer were when Greeley, 
the celebrated editor and journalist, opposed Grant, and when 
Harding, by profession a email town newspaper man, was opposed 
by James M. Cox, also a small town newspaper man. 
Both had 
previously occupied high elective office. 
In the present national campaign neither Smith nor Hoover 
is a lawyer by profession. 
Hoover was educated as a mining en­ 
gineer. 
Smith had only a parochial 
school 
education 
supple­ 
mented by a very thorough and practical self-education. 
He has 
been in the public service in one way or another almost ever since 
he attained his majority. 
Another unusual circumstance is that Hoover and Smith were 
nominated on the first ballot of their respective conventions. Will 
some friendly student of political history tell us how many times 
this coincidence has happened before?

Medical students spend too much time 
in classroom and too little time in 
clinics and research laboratories in 
the opinion of the staff of the school 
of medicine of Temple University, 
which has announced th at 1,000 hours 
will be cut from the theoretical side 
of the medical course at the institu­ 
tion. 
These 1.000 hours in the four-year 
course as outlined by Dr. Frank H. 
Krusen, associate dean of the school 
of medicine, will be devoted to prac­ 
tical dem onstrations in the clinical 
laboratories, at the bedside of hos­ 


pital patients and in the conduct of 
original research investigations. 
The new ruling, Dr. Krusen ex­ 
plained, was inspired by the im pera­ 
tive need among medical students to­ 
day of more time for research, 
as 
well as for a more practical knowl­ 
edge of medical practice and methods. 
“Our purpose,” said Dr. Krusen, “is 
to lessen the strictly didactic features 
of our course so th a t the time thus 
made available ^ may be devoted to 
more practical purposes. 
The full 
course at Temple covers 5,000 hours. 
H ereafter it will be 4,000 hours, the 
balance to be spent in active clinical 
work. 
Our aim is to make practical 
and 
intelligent 
physicians,

than multi-specialists.”

The fourth auto th a t was ever in 
NeW Castle and the first car th a t was 
ever built here was m ade by Frank 
C. Douds of the Frank O. Douds & 
Co’s m achine shop on South Mill 
street. 
The car, a one-seated affair with 
right hand drive and three shiny brass 
cil lamps, was built in 1900 in the 
m achine shop by Mr. Douds with the 
aid of his two brothers. 
W hen em pty it weighed 450 pounds 
and would do a mile on a smooth 
race track in the am azing speed of 
two m inutes and 25 seconds. The car 
was constructed entirely in the local 
m achine shop, the m aterials being 
bought from various casting com­ 
panies and made into the rig h t parts 
in the shop. 
The Johnson Bronze 
company of this city furnished the 
brass castings th a t were used in this 
new and am azing "steam car auto­ 
mobile” as it was called. 
Buys Early Win ton. 
The idea to build the car came to 
Mr. Douds after he had purchased 
cne from the W lnton company. Every 
few miles there was a breakdown and 


possibly two or three miles and then 
would break down for a complete rest 
of two or possibly three days. A m as­ 
ter m echanic was sent for a t the fac- j about in 
tory and he could do nothing w ith it. 
Mr. Douds and his brothers finally lo­ 
cated the trouble in the cylinders and 
be repaired it. On attem pting a trip 
to Conneautville he broke down near 
Greenville and had to send the car 
home in a box car. The car was sold 
and returned to the factory. It later 
came out as a new car. 
Build Own Car. 
W ith this knowledge of automobiles 
Mr. Douds and his brothers started to 
build their new steam car. 
I t took 
several m onths to construct it when 
all the parts were made and assem­ 
bled. 
The car was run for some years. 
At the East Palestine fair it was raced 
against a horse in the mile and beat 
the horse by about a length and a 
lialf. The time was two m inutes five; 
seconds. Each time, says Mr. Douds, j 
th a t he m et a horse and buggy the

Many Had Ride. 
The steam car has hauled practical­ 
ly all of the older residents of New 
Castle. 
The m achine shop with the 
new “device” held wonders for most 
everyone, old and young, and Mr. 
Douds was busy taking people for 
rides. 
It was considered much more 
of a thrill and daring adventure than 
riding in an airplane some few years 
ago. 
The dangers of a trip were even 
greater th an those of today. 
If one 
went 20 miles anytim e without seri­ 
ous trouble and expense it was talked 
the community for days. 
Dust covered the Joy riders from the 
dirt roads and on wet days travelling 
was an impossibility. The older folks 
who had been used to horses looked at 
those people wtih cars with a sort of 
suspicion and malice in their eye. 
They resented the new carriage th at 
puffed and steam ed and scared their 
horses. Many a time when a car was 
broken down by the roadside the old 
tim ers drove their horse and surrey 
proudly by with contem pt on their 
countenances. 
Just recently Mr. Douds mailed pic­ 
tures of the first steam car to all those 
people who had rode in it back in 
1900. The little memory booklet*also 
contains a list of the m aterials used 
in the construction of the car and also 
where they were purchased.

Over Preceding Year 


Expenditures By War And 
Naval Departments Show 
$50,000,000 Increase 


Treasury Estimates World 
War Cost To United States 
Near Fifty Billion 
Mark

WASHINGTON. July 19—Military 
activities of the American govern­ 
ment, including expenses incident to 
the world war. amounted to $2?209,- 
706,000, or virtually two-thirds of the 
entire operating cost in the year end­ 
ing June 30. the treasury department 
announced today. 
These expenses increased $17,970,- 
000 over the preceding year despite a 
reduction of $55,255,000 In interest 
charges by reason of a reduction of 
nearly $1,000,000,000 in the public 
debt. 
War and military costs were given 
as follows: 
Vet rans bureau—$401,324,000. 
W af D ept—$300,540,000. 
Navy Dept-—$331,335,000. 
Interest—$731,764,000. 
Sinking Pund-^-$354,741,000. 
Expenditures by the war and navy 
departments 
and 
veterans 
bureau 
amounted to $50,000,000 more than in 
the 1926-1927 fiscal year, the war de­ 
partm ent's gains of $29,732,000 having 
been the largest individual increase. 
Officials explained that some of the 
activities of the war and navy de­ 
partments, however, are of civil na­ 
ture and cannot properly be charged 
against the war or military prepara­ 
tion. 
Cost Will Continue. 
Owing to liberalized features of the 
laws pertaining to the care of m ain­ 
taining war veterans in hospitals the 
veterans bureau cost was $9,854,000 
greater than the year before. 
This will be a government cost that 
will continue at approximately the 
present figures for many years. 
Cost of interest and reduction of 
the public debt of about $17,000,000,- 
000 is practically all a war “hang­ 
over." In the normal course of events 
the present debt will be wiped out 
within thirty years, although before 
th at period expires it is possible th at 
some national emergency will occur 
to increase the outstanding obliga­ 
tions. 
The treasury estimated th at the en­ 
tire cost of the war to this country 
was $47,958,272,000, with assets $9,153,- 
232, including foreign debts. 
That 
means the net war cost is $35,119,622,- 
000, by the time the public debt is 
liquidated. This does not include fu­ 
ture cost of maintaining disabled war 
veterans or other expenses of the 
veterans bureau. 
Only four government departments 
reduced costs in 1928. Congress prac­ 
ticed 
economy 
and 
its 
expenses 
amounted to $16,402,000, a reduction 
of $3,000,000 operation of the White 
House cost $589,497, a cut of $23,000; 
state department expenses were $11,- 
607,000, a reduction of $2,000,000 and

$298,000,000, a cut of $4,000,000. 


Visions Planes 
12 Miles Up At 
M ile Sneed 


By CHARLES A. SMITH

LONDON, July 19. — The airplane 
of the future will accomplish speeds 
of over 500 miles an hour, will fly at 
a height of twelve miles or more, and 
do the Journey from London to New 
York in six hours! 
This Is the prediction of Alan V. 
Roe, pioneer of British aviation and 
famous designer of “Avro” type of 
B ritbh light ’planes. 
“Height,” according to Roe, "will 
be the only deterrent to the future 
of aviation. The development of the 
airplane depends entirely on the al­ 
titude at which airplanes of the fu­ 
ture will be able to fly.” 
Still in Infancy. 
“Aviation is still in its infancy,” he 
writes in an article appearing here. 
“Speed Is increasing all the time, and 
I should not be surprised if we da not 
have machines in the air servloes 20 
years hence that will travel at 500 
miles an hour, or from London to New 
York in six hours. 
“It is all a question of altitude. 
The higher we can fly the faster we 
go, with a given horse power up to 
certain limits. If we can, by enclosing 
the living quarters so th at everyone 
can breathe comfortably in an a t­ 
mosphere of warmed air, the altitude 
will not affect those aboard. 
“Already engines are being built to 
give their - maximum power at 20,- 
000 feet, by means of supercharging. 
Then, again, jet propulsion may be 
used as a motive power in years to 
come. 
“W ithin the next year or two the 
crude oil engine for aircraft will be 
on the market; this will give a greater 
flying radius per pound of fuel and 
reduce the cost of flying consider­ 
ably. 
Multi-Engined Plane«. 
“I foresee in the future th at multi­ 
engined planes will fly across the At­ 
lantic, alighting on the water in the 
event of trouble and flying on again 
after repairs. 
Also, I foresee it will 
be possible for them to /fold their 
wings and continue their journey by 
sea should a mechanical deft pre­ 
vent their rising into the air again 
Roe was the first m an to fly in 
England. 
He patented an airplane 
in 1906, although he took up the 
science of aeronautics in 1902. Early 
in 1912 he built an enclosed mono­ 
plane, which was the first enclosed 
aeroplane in the world to fly. It was 
his

gasoline. Tourists find as many dif­ 
ferent prices for gasoline as they do 
states in the Union or counties in a 
state. 
A fellow driving through from Cali­ 
fornia never knows just what the 
“grinder” will say is the price when 
he stops at a station. When he lands 
in Arkansas he discovers a six cent 
tax th at almost paralyses him and 
hurries him on through the state with 


the least possible gas. Gas seems to 
get cheaper along the way and when 
he arrives in Ohio he find no tax a t 
all. 
Crossing the line he drives a few 
miles and upon stopping for gas finds 
th at a three cent tax has been im­ 
posed upon him and th at he is out 
even more money than he imagined. 
Another, source of annoyance to the 
tdurist is the prices of aocssories of 
any sort. One tourist had stopped at 
three different gas stations within a 
comparatively short distance of one 
another and found the prices on ac­ 
cessories of the same kind all dif­ 
ferent. 
The biggest problem of the tourist 
is about the same as the European 
traveler.

LONDON, July 19—A scheme for a 
fitting permanent memorial to the 
memory of her mother, the late Mrs. 
Emmeline Pankhurst, was outlined by 
Miss Bylvia Pankhurst in an exclusive 
interview with the International News 
Service. 
Sitting in the tiny wooden bunga­ 
low at the rear of her tea-rooms near 
Woodford Green, Essex, Miss Pank­ 
hurst, 
who was dressed in deep 
mourning, expressed her appreciation 
at the tributes which have been paid 
to her mother by all classes of so­ 
ciety. 
“I am glad everybody has remem­ 
bered her as the woman mainly re­ 
sponsible for women's suffrage/' Miss 
Pankhurst said, “and not by her later 
life. I have received many messages 
of condolence from all parts of the 
world.” 
Constantly fondling her son, Keir, 
who is now six months old. Miss 
Pankhurst declared she was approach­ 
ing Mrs. Pethick-Lawrence and other 
women who were associated with her 
mother at the time of the suffrage 
agitation, with the object of raising 
some form of memorial. 
"I 
personally 
believe 
th at 
my 
mother would have liked no better 
memorial than one which would in­ 
sure that the woman of poorer m eins 
would be well looked after during 
times of stress, either by private or 
government aid,” she continued. 
“I hope that women will get to­ 
gether and create a permanent me­ 
morial to her work. 
This, in my 
Opinion, should take the form of a 
women’s maternity bounty, at first 
perhaps granted from a central fund 
raised by public subscription and la­ 
ter from a government grant made 
for this purpose. 
‘My mother always had the in­ 
terest of the mothers at heart,” Miss 
Pankhurst added. 
“Her work as a 
poor law guardian in Manchester 
brought her' into contact with the 
poorer classes,. and shs learned of 
the distressing conditions u n d e r 
which children are brought into the 
world in the poorer districts. 
“Such a scheme should at least pro­ 
vide th a t a mother would have a 
complete rest lo r five weeks after 
childbirth, and th at medical atten­ 
tion is forthcoming for at least three 
weeks after the event. 
The attend­ 
ance of a qualified medical practi­ 
tioner in addition to a mid-wife at 
the birth would also be a necessity 
under such a scheme.”

American Air Transport Associa­ 
tion official predict th at the trans­ 
portation of mail, express and pas­ 
sengers at 100 miles an hour will 
work as revolutionary changes in cur 
business and social habits sa the au­ 
tomobile did when it replaced the 
horse drawn vehicle. 
Tnm sperta Usa Program 
Transportation and communication 
have been the yard-slick by which 
all nations have measured progress. 
In America the first transportation 
was the Indian runner, followed by 
the Pony Express, thé stage coach, 
then the railroad, the auto, and now 
the airplane. Transport's expert has 
estimated th at in a twelve hour per­ 
iod the following distance will be 
traversed: By team and wagon—30 
miles; pedestrian—25 miles; horse­ 
back rider—35 miles; motor stage— 
900 miles; train—480 miles; airplane 
—1,200 miles. 
Today air mail companies are car­ 
rying mail, express and passengers 
between New York and thé Pacific 
Coast cities in 12 hours. Communica­ 
tion and travel time between 
New 
York and Atlanta has been reduced 
from 24 hours by train to 10 hours by 
air mall; between St. Louis and St. 
Paul from U to • hours. These sav­ 
ings are only illustrative of the greàt- 
er speed of air transport over the 
trains in all parts of the country.

Illinois Spent 
$ЭД000 For 
Playgrounds

CHICAGO, 
July 19. — Spending 
nearly eight and a half millions for 
playgrounds and community recrea­ 
tion, Illinois was far in the lead of 
all other states last year in providing 
for the people's play, according to the 
year book of the Playground and Re­ 
creation association of America, just 
issued. 
California took second place with 
an expenditure of $3,763,166, while 
Florida was third with $3,167,143, over 
two millions of which was issued in 
bonds for the purchase of recreation 
lands at Coral Gables. 
Massachusetts and Ohio followed, 
while New York state fell to sixth 
place with an expenditure of $2,356,- 
188. Chicago, reporting an outlay of 
$8,030,570 for the year’s public recrea­ 
tion, spent the bulk of the state's to­ 
tal of $8,401,175. 
Outdoor Play. 
In outdoor playgrounds, Illinois took 
sixth place, reporting 317. New York 
was first with 857. 
However, 154 of 
the Illinois playgrounds are directed 
the year round, as contrasted with 
132 in the Empire state. O ther pub- 
11« recreation facilities reported for 
the state were 74 indoor community 
centers, 57 community houses, 67 
swimming pools, five municipal sum­ 
mer camps, 21 municipal golf courses, 
883 tennis courts, 107 athletic fields 
and 243 baseball fields. 
A total of 
887 recreation leaders were employed, 
388 of them the year round. 
Forty-three Illinois towns and cities 
sent reports of directed recreation to 
the Year Book. H ie smallest of these 
was Oarpentersvllle, a village of 1,500, 
which maintained a summer play­ 
ground. 
Chicago Playgrounds. 
Chicago reported 148 playgrounds 
and 83 athletic fields. Uroana rank­ 
ed next to the Windy City In play­ 
grounds, reporting 17 while Evanston 
was third with 16. 
In the nation a t large 818 cities 
spent more than thirty-tw o millions 
for public recreation, over three times 
the expenditure reported five 
years 
before.

WASHINGTON, July 19.—Contrary 
to popular belief, the average news­ 
boy is not an orphan cast on a cruel 
world, nor has he a widowed mother 
to support. 
Information collected from eight 
cities over the country by the De­ 
partment of Labor and made public 
today show that economic necessity 
was apparently not the chief reason 
for selling papers by the majority of 
the boys. 
The data did show, however, that 
newsboys are among the youngest of 
all child workers, from one-tenth to 
one-fifth being under 10 years of age. 
.The great majority of the children 
were in normal homes, with both par­ 
ents living and the fathers bringing 
home most of “the bacon.” 
The report blamed the lack of ade- j 
quate playground 
and 
recreational j 
activities as responsible for the pres­ 
ence of many children in street work, j 
Reasons given for seUing papers in 
many cases were “all the boys do it.” 
Nor contrary to another popular 
belief, do the youngest children make 
the most money. In .every city in­ 
cluded in the survey earnings were 
found to increase with the age of the 
ne.wsboy. 
The report is almost unqualifiedly 
against allowing children to become 
“street merchants,” and the conclu­ 
sion is reached that strict regulation 
is necessary. 
The badge system, which has the 
same function as the certificate sys­ 
tem in child labor laws relating to 
other occupations, is recommended. 
The work of newspaper carriers, 
or boys delivering newspapers from 
house to house, was declared to be 
relatively 
unobjectionable, but con­ 
demnation is made of bootblacking 
and peddling by children, as having 
the same disadvantages 
as 
selling 
papers.

Thompson Back I 
From Honduras | 
With Collection 


(International News Service) 
CHICAGO, July 19.-—J. Eric Thomp­ 
son. leader of the Captain Marshall 
Field Expedition to British Honduras, 
has returned to Field Museum of N at­ 
ural History with a collection of 300 
objects 
representative 
of 
ancient 
Maya culture, which he excavated on 
the sites which he discovered. 
One of these cities dates back to 
200 B. C., according to inscriptions 
on stones discovered by Mr. Thomp­ 
son. The other two flourished about 
575 A. D. Mr. Thompson, who is as­ 
sistant curator of Mexican and Maya 
archaeology at the museum, spent 
about six months on his explorations 
and excavations. There were no oth­ 
er white men on the expedition, but 
he was assisted by Maya Indians, who 
are the descendants of the builders 
of the ancient cities. 
Im portant Relic 
The most important relic brought 
to the museum is a sculptured Maya 
altar stone, the only one with a leg­ 
ible date ever brought to the United 
States. On it is carved in Mayk hier­ 
oglyphics a date in their calendar 
which corresponds to 575 A. D. in 
the European calendar. 
The stone 
has a carved picture of a prisoner 
with arms bound behind his back and 
is believed to signify a human sacri­ 
fice under the ancient religion. 
Thompson also gained entrance to 
an ancient tomb in which was buried 
a patriarch believed to have been both 
high priest and king. Beside it was 
a smaller tomb containing the body 
of a woman, thought to have been the 
favorite wife of this dignitary. From 
these, and other ancient graves and 
mounds, Thompson unearthed many 
Jade ornaments, pieces of pottery, and 
other objects buried with the dead 
for their use in the next world. The 
ancient cities, .Thompson said, con­ 
sist largely of groups of pyramids, 
surmounted by the ruins of ancient 
buildings. 
In these 
pyramids 
he 
founds relics and records, buried as 
modern place records in the corner­ 
stones of buildings. 
Scientific Significance 
The chief scientific signifcance of 
his discoveries. 
Thompson declared 
is that they bear evidence of a very 
early influence upon Maya civiliza­ 
tion of the Guatemala Indians, who 
were 
their 
neighbors. 
Thompson 
named the three cities in the Maya 
language, as follows: “Tzimin Cax” 
which means “mountain cow” or ta ­ 
pir, because of the prevalence of these 
animals in the vicinity of the first 
site, which is the oldest yet found in 
British Honduras; 
"Hatzcap 
Ceel” \ 
which means “cold dawn” and de- J 
scribes conditions encountered there; ! 
and “Cahal Pichlc” 
which 
means j 
emerald toucanets,” these being beau­ 
tiful exotic birds which abound in 
the vicinity, 
To reach the scene of operations, 
Thompson had to travel about 140 
miles into the interior from Belize, 
the capital, by launch, native canoe, 
on mules, afoot and by tractor.

strength and, finally, mental attitude 
toward the situation in general. 
In 
the first two of these, Tunney is no 
more than Heeney's equal; in speed, 
boxing 
and 
instinctive 
reactions, 
Tunney is quite the better man; in 
the others* it is my guess that he is 
Heeney’s inferior. 
Heeney In Condition. 
It may come as a bit surprising that 
good, Old Tomato Is to be rated 
ahead in offensive finesse. But where 
is Tunney’s versatility in this respect? 
In fact* where Is his attack? 
Quite 
so, Armbruster; the bureau of missing 
articles was speaking about that just 
this morning. 
Gene believes in adopting harsh 
measures 
only 
under 
provocation. 
That is, he will strike you only if 
you have at him first—the counter 
hitter always. Heeney may not have 
fee hardest punch in the world but 
his offense is far from lacking in 
variety. One of its best features is a 
left hook to the liver, very effective 
and 
seldom 
inaccurate. 
He 
also 
works a left uppercut inside, for the 
information of those who have seen 
him only as a right hand hitter. This, 
of course* Is his best punch, delivered 
either to the body or head. Incident­ 
ally, he is a solid man on his feet, 
thereby differing from Dempsey who 
is geared high and, therefore, with 
his lack of speed, was easily buffeted 
off balance in his fights) with Tunney. 
In the matter of durability and 
strength, which are worthy of slight 
mention over fifteen heats. Heeney is 
far the better man.

He isn’t par­ 
ticularly t o u g h , although game 
enough, and he isn’t a hitter. 
Maybe he is satisfied with the way 
thingfe are going at speculator. What 
Tunney did in training afforded very 
little line on his true ability for the 
Dempsey fights, as a matter of fact. 
Maybe, then, it is his innate distaste 
for the profession he follows.

Five-Story Building In Heart Of 
Business District Destroyed,

(In te rn a tio n a l NeiVs Service) 
NORRISTOWN, Pa., July 19.—W ith 
the five-story Elston building in the 
center of town here practically de­ 
stroyed by fire, early today firemen 
were devoting their efforts to keeping 
the flames from spreading to nearby 
business buildings.
